"We  have  found 
tliat  there  are  a  numher  r:f  families  residim;-  in  different  parts 
of  the  country  who  were,  until  recently,  without  any  knowl- 
edy'e  as  to  the  e.xist.'nce  of  any  other  hranches  of  the  family. 
^Ve  know  tluit  Jolin  Pudney  marrietl  a  daughter  of  Henr}- 
( 'e'oic,  at  Salem,  rilassachu.^etts,  Xovemher  1 -',  li;i'i-.'.  That  we 
have  traces  of  tin}  same  famil\'  duriuL;-  the  continua.nce  of  that 
century  residiu'j,'  in  ^ras~.aehusetts  and  Connecticut,  that  dur- 
ing the  last  half  of  that  centur}-  and  tlii;  heL;innin;_;  of  tlic^  next, 
there  \vas  hoiai  in  (/onneetu-iit  to  William  I'udneyfcnir  scuis: 
ilichard.  AVillia.m,  Tlnnai  and  John. 

We  have  a  fairly  yoo-l  hisrory  of  Thorn's  family,  and,  a  p.ar- 
tial  histor}'  oi  John's,  hut  are  unalile  to  proeui'e  anything  defi- 
nite as  t(j  the  familiijs  of  Richard  and  "William. 

We  have  suhmitted  her^nvith  the  Thorn  Tudnex'  family  and 
rill-  J(_din  I'udnt/y  family  '^'ith  the  dates  as  nt'ar  as  we  aro  aMe 
to  get  tliem,  'of  their  Ijirtli,  their  marriage  and  a  hist(U"\'  of 
tlieir  ilescendants.  We  also  submit  such  other  ilata  as  we 
have  vvith  a  liop.^  that  avc  may  receive  from  our  friends  and 
relatives  assistance  in  supiJ}'ing  us  with  the  names  and  dates 
of  birth,  and  so  forth,  of  others  whom  we  know  ought  to  he  a 
part  of  our  history.  W'e  are  eaimestly  ti'ying  to  secure  a  com- 
plete history  of  our  family  and  sincerely  ask  the  co-operation 
of  all  intei-ested. 

There  is  somewhere  in  the  early  family  history  a,  Bihle  that 
contains  the  dates  of  the  birth  and  death  of  some  of  the  early 
members  of  the  family  in  about  f  ion.  We  are  anxious  to  learn 
who  lias  this,  and  iibtain  a  copy  of  its  record  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  if  possible,  s(j  as  to  be  able  to  give  them  in 
our  next  issue,  one  year  hence.  W^e  therefore,  nKjst  earnestly 
request  any  one  who  has  any  interest  in  it  whatever  to  receiv- 
ing a  copy  of  this  paper,  at  once  inform  us  <jf  any  clumges  or 
corrections  there  should  be  made,  as  we  now  present  it,  or  any 
additional  information  that  they  may  have,  giving  dates  of 
birth,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  so  forth,  as  correctly  as  pos- 
sible.
